Attachment (1) to 
this memorandum is the criterion used in recommending the 
proposed change to the present Zone W-2 boundary. Attachment 
(2) presents a summary of the information contained in Appendix 
A through I. 
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CRITERION USED TO ESTABLISH 
THE ZONE W-2 BOUNDARY 
NORTH SANTA CLARA COUNTY, CALIFORNIA 


Introduction : 

The Santa Clara County Flood Control and Water District lias 
the power "to levy and collect a ground water charge for the pro¬ 
duction of water from the ground water supplies within a zone or 
zones of the District which will benefit from the recharge of under¬ 
ground water supplies or the distribution of imported water in such 
zone or zones". Zone W-2 has been established as the area which 
would receive this benefit. 

Only those wells vhich produce from water-bearing formations 
benefiting from recharge or distribution of imported water should 
be included in Zone W-2. The geologic and hydrologic characteristics 
of the valley and the adjacent foothills determine the extent of 
the ground water basin, and thus the zone. 

The boundary of the- Zone W-2 was determined by first evaluating 
existing literature describing the geology of the area, then deline¬ 
ating the boundary using topographic and geologic maps of the valley, 
and finally, verifying the entire boundary by field observations. 

The salient geologic and hydrologic factors are described below. 
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Geologic and Hydrologic Considerations: 


Many reports have been published regarding the geology of 
Santa Clara Valley and associated areas. A comprehensive bibli¬ 
ography is presented in Bulletin No. 7 of the State Water Resources 
Board. 

Reports of particular significance to the location of the 
Zone W-2 boundary consisted of three of the more recent and detailed 
works, two published, and one unpublished. The unpublished and most 
recent material is represented by a Geologic Map of the Palo Alto 
15' Quadrangle, California, by T. W. Dibblee, Jr. and personal 
communications with Mr. Dibblee. (At Mr. Dibblee*s request, the map 
is held confidential until publication.) 

Mr. Dibblee*s work represents a deviation from some of the 
previous literature by subdividing the Santa Clara formation such 
that it does not include the Older Gravels as principally exposed 
along the base of the foothills of the Santa Cruz Mountains from 
Palo Alto to Los Gatos. 

The present work suggests and corroborates Mr. Dibblee*s work 
that the inclusion of these Older Gravels in the Santa Clara for¬ 
mation is not consistent with the structural and depositional history 
of the area. The Older Gravels post date the major deposition of 
the "true" Santa Clara formation (as exposed in the area) as well as 
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the major Plio-Pleistocene orogenies which formed the present day 
Santa Cruz range. Mr. Dibblee's rock units referred to on his map 
as "Os" and "Qsl" correctly identifies beds belonging to the Santa 
Clara formation and his "Qoa" the Older Gravel. Further, the U. S. 
Geological Survey Professional Paper No. 360, Geology and Quick¬ 
silver Deposits of the New Almaden District, Santa Clara County, 
California, states that the Santa Clara formation contains alluvium 
of at least two ages. {The present report holds that the younger 
of these two alluvial deposits is the much referred to "Older 
Gravels" and should not be included in the Santa Clara formation.) 
This relationship is well displayed in the large gravel pits in the 
Stevens and Permanente Creeks foothills area, where the lower de¬ 
posits have a grayish color in contrast to the reddish-brown of the 
younger overlying deposits as displayed at the base of the Palo Alto 
to Los Gatos foothills and as mapped by Mr. Dibblee. 

The combination of the water-bearing Santa Clara formation. 

Older Gravels, and the present day or Recent Gravels of the valley 
floor and adjacent stream valleys comprise the essential "water¬ 
bearing" or Hydrologic unit of Zone W-2. The Recent Gravels have 
been described in some detail by W. Q. Clark t 1924 and all three 
have been discussed in Bulletin 7, page 100 under the heading, "Water 
Bearing Group". A discussion of the non-water-bearing rocks is not 
warranted here other than to say that 'the group is represented by

the non-water-bearing portion of the Santa Clara formation as well 
as all older rocks exposed in the surrounding hills and ranges. 

In addition, these rocks represent a portion of the non-water-bearing 
limit of the Zone W-2 boundary as recently mapped. Rocks in this 
group range in age from Jurassic to middle Pleistocene, have gener¬ 
ally low permeability and porosity and thus poor transmissibility 
characteristics, and are considerably more folded, faulted and 
generally more altered by intrusive masses, e.g. serpentine. 

The important water-bearing strata consists of the upper- 
Quatemary and Plio-Pleistocene series. 

The upper-Quaternary series includes deposits of late Pleis¬ 
tocene and Recent age, principally the Older, Terrace and Recent 
Gravels. These deposits include all combinations of gravels, sands, 
silts, and clays and include considerably more chert and siliceous 
material than the underlying Santa Clara formation. These units 
were deposited in the form of alluvial fans around the valley margin, 
which extend into the adjacent stream valleys, in floodplain de¬ 
posits nearer the center of the valley, and in tideland and marine 
deposits marginal to the bay areas. The coarsest deposits are gener¬ 
ally adjacent to the edge of the valley in the alluvial fan deposits; 
the finer material is in the floodplain and tideland deposits. In 
places,the total accumulation may exceed 1,000 feet in thickness. 
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The nature of these deposits is such that individual sand and 
gravel units, which are the major sources of water in the Zone of 
Benefit, lack continuity over extensive distances. However, their 
overlapping and interfingering characteristics suggests intercon¬ 
nection between these aquifers in the peripheral area of the valley 
sufficient to permit large transfers of water from one aquifer to 
another. Faulting, which is common in the adjacent hills, where 
present in the alluvial deposits appears, locally, to be no signi¬ 
ficant barrier to water movement, although future work may deline¬ 
ate sub-basins directly related to major fault blocks. 

In the northcentral part of the valley, flood plain and tide- 
land deposits have formed extensive clay-silt layers which act as 
impermeable covers forming confined pressure aquifers. The uncon¬ 
fined deposits in the southern portion of the valley and the pe¬ 
ripheral deposits in the valley as well as the adjacent foothills, 
act as the source areas for this pressure zone. 

The Plio-Pleistocene series, which consists mainly of the 
Santa Clara formation, is quite similar in physical characteristics 
to the upper-Quaternary deposits. Notable exceptions to this, 
however, is that the Santa Clara formation is more consolidated, 
more disturbed, and contains much less cherty material. 

In the valley, the Santa Clara formation underlies the upper- 
Quateraary alluvial deposits and appears to be, in general, only 





warped in such a manner as to accentuate the basinal shape of the 
valley. In the surrounding hills where faulting has had considerable 
influence, this being the area of the San Andreas and Hayward-Cala- 
veras faults, it is tilted in various directions typically up to 
angles of 10 - 30 degrees. In the Los Altos Hills area, the Santa 
Clara formation has been overturned by eastward moving thrusts of 
the rising Santa Cruz range (Dibblee, Jr., 1964). Although it may 
be a source of water, as in the Los Altos, Los Gatos, and Cupertino 
areas, it is better considered a recharge area for the upper“Quater¬ 
nary and Santa Clara sediments in the valley floor. These rocks 
may be as much as 5,000 feet thick locally. Gravity Surveys in 
north Santa Clara Valley indicate two major gravity lows or de¬ 
pressions; one centering in the eastern San Jose area and the other 
approximately three miles northeast of the town of Saratoga. These 
gravity lows indicate major accumulations of less dense material, a 
portion of which may be represented by a greater alluvial thickness. 

The most important structural feature of the valley is the 
gentle dip of the above units towards the center of the basin. This 
means that the water which percolates into the coarser materials 
around the perimeter of the valley will tend to move laterally towards 
the center of the basin. The transmissibility characteristics in 
some portions of the basin are so low, however, that the ground water 
moving from the recharge areas is insufficient locally to meet the 


requirements of the well owners. 
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Even considering the overlapping and interfingering nature of 
many of the deposits, the varying transmissive rates,and the problem¬ 
atic peripheral deposits, the valley can be considered a major 
hydrologic unit probably composed of subsidiary smaller basins, all 
of which justify being included in the Zone of Benefit- 

In determining Zone W-2, it is readily seen that the alluvial 
deposits in the flat portion of the valley and the alluvial tongues 
extending up the larger tributary canyons, the usual source of 
runoff recharge to the valley proper, will definitely benefit from 
imported water percolated into the basin or subsidiary drainages. 

In the peripheral foothill deposits composed essentially of the 
Santa Clara formation and older deposits, the Zone W-2 boundary is 
not as distinct. Depending on the permeability and disposition of 
the Plio-Pleistocene units, they may be in contact with the major 
basin, receive their water independent of the basin, or be es¬ 
sentially non-water bearing. The latter two alternatives would 
warrant its exclusion from Zone W-2. 

DETERMINATION OF THE ZONE BOUNDARY : 

In view of the above physical conditions, the following criteria 
were considered to mark the limits of Zone W-2: 

a) The contact between the upper-Quaternary alluvial (recent, 
terrace and older gravels) fill of the valley proper and 
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the peripheral older formations known to be predominantly 
non-water bearing. This proved to be generally at the 
break in slope between the valley floor and the adjacent 
foothills. 

b) The contact between the alluvial material and the portions 
of the sometimes-water-bearing Santa Clara formation where 
the Santa Clara formation exhibited poor transmissibility 
characteristics. 

In general, the reddish-brown gravel-rich deposits, sometimes 
called the "older gravels" of the Santa Clara formation, appeared 
to be of sufficient permeability to warrant inclusion in Zone W-2 
while the underlying grayish deposits of the Santa Clara formation 
in the extreme peripheral portions of the valley were excluded. The 
most extensive outcrops of the "older gravels" are on the west side 
of the valley in the Los Altos, Los Altos Hills, Saratoga, and Los 
Gatos areas. In the Los Altos Hills area, the Recent and Older 
Gravels are equally interspersed with the older portion of the Santa 
Clara formation. Since many wells occur in this area in the Recent 
and Older gravels and for the sake of a more readily discernible 
boundary line, both groups have been included in Zone W-2. 

SUMMARY: 

As indicated above, topographic maps showing the geology of the 
valley were used in the office to first delineate the boundary on the 
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basis of the above criteria. Next, this boundary was verified in 


the field. Observations proved the boundary line drawn between the 
alluvium and the older rocks to be quite accurate. The boundary 
line between the alluvium and the impermeable portions of the Santa 
Clara formation was adjusted as necessary to reflect conditions 
visible in the field, but not readily discernible on the maps them¬ 
selves. 

After this boundary line had been verified and finalized, it 
was then transferred to the water-use well maps showing the location 
of the wells in the valley. Consequently, the proposed Zone W-2 
boundary is a reflection of the geologic and hydrologic conditions 
of the valley.
